BETROSPECTIVE. 


In regard to the attempt of Mr. 


Jordan to get the Council to modify 
the sewer contract, so as to admit of 
a great change in the character of the 
lumber to be-used, it will be remem- 
bered that Councilman 
Spauldiag 


proposed to accede to his wishes, in 
which move Mr. S. was seconded by 
Councilman Knox. Now, the ques- 
tion arises—why did these gentlemen 
seem to really desire said modifica- 
tion whereby the contractor might 
have gone on at once with the work, 
and with a difference in his favor in 
the price of lumber of many thou- 
sands of dollars? The time is now 
past when the contractor should have 
made some definite sign f,o the public 
whether he meant business pr not, 
yet we have only heard a mere rumor 
about his looking up a phee to make 
brick. This brick story will do to 
tell the marines. But as for the lum- 
ber question, there is something tan- 
gible about it, and for the present 
Messrs. Spanieling and Kaox are left 
in i somewhat painful predicament 
first and last. Perhaps they will rise 
and explain. 


There is a little question of favor- 


itism— a nice mutual admiration, 
family sort of arrangement not gen- 
erally understood perhaps; not as 
fully laid bare as the importance of 
the subject demands. Without some 
special explanation, it might escape 
the memory of a goodly number of 
p«opleinthis tax-ridden city. The 
adhesive power of public pap is too 
well known to need any analysis 
here. The city printing, however, 
should not be forgotten iu connec- 
tion with the feeding of the prison- 
erg. The relationship of the JVetcs 
and Transcript to that item, before 
the advent of the TKIBCNE upon the 
scene, is of coarse too well known; 
but the family ties existing between 
Councilman Spaukling and the Chief 
of Police, may not be generally un- 
derstood. The item involved in this 
last condition, is only secondary to 
that of the printing, and it was like 
pulling teeth to the gentleman in 
question. 
We do- not blame the 


Chief of Police particularly. So long 
as the Council saw fit to conduct the 
government like the Dutchman kept 
tavern, he would have been a fool as 
the world goes, not to have kept his 
platter right side up. 


It was a significant and also humil- 


iating remark, that dropped by the 
editor of the yews for the consolation 
of the Captain, subsequently to the 
introduction of Councilman Mason's 
resolution to let the food supply to 
the lowest bidder. The editor is 
nothing without being prophetic, aad 
•wegive him the benefit of his "I told 
you so." Said be, on that interest- 
ing occasion, "I told you that you 
would go ntxt—we would all go down 
together," or words to that effect. 
Admitting point blank that there has 
existed here in Oakland—this city of 
boasted 
intelligence — a .long-time 


ring, a regular barnacle fastened and 
fattening on the municipal govern- 
ment, shielded and shared by the 
public press, to the last dying mo- 
ment. • Yes; we told you (privately) 
that ivhen we went you would go! The 
Captain ought to have anticipated 
the new order o'f things, by telling 
the Council to provide somn other 
way of feeding the drunks. II, looks 
just a little like a rebuke. So far as | 
Ms family friend in the Council is 
concerned, he is too deep to .appre- 
ciate a joke at best. The dear de- 
hided people are gradually beginning 
to see it, however. 


WEKE the"Umveisity"Kegent8 pos- 


sessed of any foresight as a body, 
they would throw open their doors 
before they are kicked out body and 
breeches. They ar>3 doubtless enti. 
tied to executive sessions, just as the 
Senate of the United States, when 
the personal character and qualifica- 
tions of a nominee for office arc- to 
be discussed, but when it comes to 
keeping the entire business of the 
meetings from the public ; when the 
Secretary has the dealing out of juut 
such information as they may gee fit 
to give him, the subject assumes snch 
a phase as to demand the united at- 
tention of the press of the State. 


CHARGES IK THE FIRE DEPART- 


MENT. 


\Vev read over the proposed ordi- 


nance remodeling the Fira Depart- 
ment, yesterday afternoon, and in 
the evening happening to meet the 
author of it—Councilman Everson— 
talked the matter over again, for the 
purpose of getting a definite idea of 
what changes are to really occur. 


We came to the conclusion that it 


chiefly amounts to this—that the 
present organization has failed to 
render the steaners, only partially 
effective; in short, that they have 
been but a sort of elephant or fifth 
wheel to a coach. A part of the offi- 
cers and men get pay, and those who 
do the rough work at a fire, get noth- 
ing. It reminds us of the Irishman 
carrying the mortar. To remedy this 
unsatisfactory condition of things, it 
is determined to moke theFelton and 
Phenix steamer companies entirely 
a paid department. Besides the en-' 
giueer, stoker and driver to each en- 
gine, there will be six extra men 
called hosemen, and these will be 
paid a monthly salary, which will be 
fixed by the Council. This ought to 
insure a strong and always reliable 
aid in quenching fires. 


The new ordinance will make an-, 


other change of 
importance—will 


place the whole management of the 
department practically in the hands 
of the Council and Chief Engineer. 
This will do away with much red 
tape, and the people will always 
know just who is responsible for any 
inefficiency in the department. 


The Hook and Ladder and Hand 


Engine companies will go on about as 
they are. They will consist of sev- 
enty members each, all over twenty- 
one years of age, nud nil must be 
legal voters. 


These are the more distinctive 


changes proposed, and we believe 
they vrill meet the approval of the 
community, which is quite out of 
patience with the present weakness 
and inefficiency of the department. 
Once those two steamers are made 
thoroughly eft'ectivc, the bulk of the 
trouble will lave been overcome. The 
Hook and Ladder and Hand Engine 
companies must not expect general 
pay at this stage of the city's exis- 
tence; they will come in by and by. 
It is only hoped to pay for these 
steamers by cutting down expenses 
in other departments of the city gov- 
ernment. The city owns these steam 
machines, and it is but proper that 
they be made something more than 
an ornament. 


OCR retrospective observations else- 


where do not include the carious ac- 
tion of Councilman Spaulding in the 
council meeting Monday night. We 
refer to a co^umunication of McFad- 
den & Mylet respecting their bid for 
•the sewer contract. They wished to 
withdraw that document, as if it were 
of any apparent consequence after 
tho contract had been let and signed 
at least a month. There was a sus- 
picious air about the matter on Mon- 
day night that will perhaps require a 
little further looking into. Mr. Spaul- 
ding seemed very anxious to receive 
that communication. A member of 
the Council said of Jordan's appear- 
ance the evening Spaukling wanted 
to relieve him of his knot-hole diffi- 
culty, that it was an insult, bitt that 
body was incapable of understanding 
an insult. The action of those other 
would-be contractors Monday night, 
was little less. ' The communication 
was tabled.

petition the council to that effect. The 
payment of poll tax and the right to 
tiit on juries, will devolve upon them, 
unless specially provided for, as sug- 
gested. The Council will not con- 
vene again before Monday week, and 
there will be time enough to attend 
to the matter. 


THIS Supreme Court of this State 


partakes of Judge Dwinclle's District 
concern somewhat. 
The case of 


Fourteenth street, between Broadway 
and Franklin street, has been pend- 
ing in that Superior red-tape mill for 
eighteen months. In the meantime 
a couple of shanties, occupied by a 
marble works and seed store, block 
up the street in adisgusting way. 


THE UHIVEBSITY TROUBLES. 


The Post has stirred up quite a 


little tempest over the late action of 
the Regents, respecting the Agricul- 
tural Department. Whether the dis- 
turbance will prove anything more 
than of teapot significance, remains 
to be seen. We are disposed to give 
the views of that enterprising journal, 
more because of their local interest 
in these parts, than that we fear the 
Regents will try to butt the bull off 
the truck, or vice versa. 


The Mechanic's State Council have 


taken cognizance of the matter, and 
as that class of persons' have about as 
much serious interest in the welfare 
of the University, as the Regents, or 
anybody else, we herewith publish 
the result of their meeting of July 
24th, as follows: 


WHEREAS, The Government of the 
United States has given millions of 
dollars to the several States with a 
view to encouraging agriculture and 
mechanic arts, as well as College of 
Letters: ami, Whereas, The tendency 
among the Regents of our University 
Is to Ignore agriculture and mechani- 
cal colleges, and make those branches 
subordinate: therefore 
Resolvixl,Tlmt a standing committee 
of three bo appointed to collect facts 
and figures m relation to our State 
University, and prepare them for 
pub- 
lication in pamphlet form, to be laid 
foelorc the next Legislature, with such 
recommendations as this Council may 
adopt; and that the1 committee be au- 
thorized to act in concert with any 
similar body of (lie Grangers. 


Those Regents who fancy that 


their every action in connection with 
that important institution will not be 
watched and noted by the most pow- 
erful classes of the State, greatly 
mistake themselves, and were this 
•body to conduct their deliberations in 
a less sneaking way—give the public 
an opportunity to judge of their mo- 
tives by their actions open and above 
board, perhaps a deal of the prevail- 
ing distrust and anxiety constantly 
indulged, would be discovered as 
having but trifling insignificance. 
The people will not be satisfied with 
this Star Chamber business, and if it 
is allowed to prevail much longer, 
the Unhersity '.villas surely undergo 
a complete reconstruction of govern- 
ment, as the sun rises and sets.

ests of a towa is its dry goods trade 
Upon, this, to a greater or less de- 
gree, depends a-eity's prosperity.
